[By th e Associated PressJ 
Ottawa, Out., April 26—A recruit­ 
ing drive to obtain 22,000 men for the 
overseas Canadian army in the next 
few m onths was announced by D e­ 
fense M inister J. L. Ralston today. 
The m inister said the men are 
needed to fill up shortages in re­ 
cent m onthly quotas for overseas 
duty and to bring all active service 
troops in Canada up to their re­ 
quired strength. 
At the sam e time he announced 
that members of the Canadian re­ 
serve army called up for four months

under the national mobilization act 
would be field for active service in 
Canada on completion of their train­ 
ing period.

Senate republicans discussed a t 
length in caucus this week the bill 
for such a tax introduced by Senator 
George W. Woodward (R.—Phila.)

Senator Woodward made the m o­ 
tion him self to return the m easure 
to committee, a strong indication of 
his willingness for the present to 
forego the m atter. 
He has in tro ­ 
duced sim ilar bills in the past four 
legislative sessions. 
A graded income and inheritance 
tax bill also has been presented with 
the sponsorship of the Committee on 
Public Education, an organization of 
real estate men, school directors, 
labor leaders and civic groups. 
This com m ittee is headed by Lu­ 
ther A. H air, city and school treas­ 
urer of Philadelphia, and a leader 
of the dem ocratic party. 
Tax Commission Proposed 
M ajority house leader Leo A. Ach- 
term an (D.-Monroe) said the com ­ 
m ittee’s proposals, which also in­ 
clude creation of a state tax com mis­ 
sion, ^‘do not have the dem ocratic 
party label.” 
The committee styled 
itself as “non-political.”

Governor Jam es in a recent press

No, 1 8 8 --Col. Thomas Craig, Order of Cincinnati 


I AST week, you will recall, we 
wrote 
concerning 
the 
Rev. 
Robert McMordie, a charter m em ber 
of the O rder of Cincinnati, whose 
grave is to be found in the Upper 
M arsh Creek (Black’s) graveyard. 
Today we wish to add a few addi­ 
tional notes to our sketch of this 
soldier. 
In the record book of the O rder 
of Cincinnati the Rev. McMordie is 
listed as follows: ‘ Robert McMordie, 
Brigade Chaplain, Served to June. 
1782, First Continental Brigade,” 
According to the record m entioned 
above the eldest son of the Rev. 
McMordie did not Join the O rder 
after his fath er’s death, as he was 
privileged to do. 
Neither did any 
of the descendants of his son avail 
themselves of this honor. The nam e 
of the old Presbyterian m inister 
stands alone on the record. 
In her will, which was w ritten 
Septem ber 30, 1806, and probated 
January 27, 1809, Janet (Boyd) Mc­ 
Mordie m entions the following m em ­ 
bers of her family: 
1. Son — Francis McMordie (ob­ 
viously the oldest son therefore 
eligible to m em bership in the Order 
of C incinnati on the death of his 
father.) 
2. G randchildren — Robert and 
Jennet (Janet) McMordie, “Children 
of my son Francis McMordie." 
3. Son — Adam McMordie (this 
son was evidently nam ed for the 
lather of Mrs. McMordie, the Rev. 
Adam Boyd of Donegal, Lancaster 
county. 
4. Son — John McMordie. 
5. Son — Robert McMordie (Rob­ 
ert, Jr., the namesake of his father, 
the Rev. Robert McMordie). 
6. G randchildren — Robert and 
Francis Armstrong, “the children of 
my daughter, Jean Boyd (McMor­ 
die) Arm strong.” 
7. D aughter — Agnes McMordie 
interm arried with the Rev. William 
Spear, 
8. D aughter — Jean Boyd Mc­ 
Mordie interm arried with ---------? 
Armstrong. 
Two sons, John and Robert Mc­ 
Mordie, w'ere named executors of 
their m other’s w'lll and John Bdle 
and Sam uel Wilson were the wit­ 
nesses. 
Janet Boyd, the wife of the Rev. 
Robert McMordie, wras a daughter of 
the Rev. Adam Boyd of Donegal 
Presbyterian church In Lancaster 
county. 
M argaret Boyd, the sister 
of Mrs. McMordie, married the Rev. 
Joseph T ate, a Presbyterian m inis­ 
ter. 
T heir graves are to be found 
in the Donegal Presbyterian grave­ 
yard. Tlte inscription follows: 
“In memory of 
The Rev. Joseph Tale 
late Pastor of this Congregation 
for 2(5 years, 
who departed this life the 
10th October 1774. 
in ‘he 63rd year of his age*. 
And also 
In memory of 
Margaret, his wife 
and daughter of the 
Rev. Adam Boyd. 
who departed this life the 
13th of May. 1801. 
In the 75th year of her age.” 
This concludes, for today, our 
data on the Rev. Robert and Janet 
(Boyd) McMordie. 
There may be 
additional 
information 
in 
future 
columns 


TTH ERE is another charter m em ­ 


ber of the O rder of C incinnati 
buried in Adams county, but this 
one is buried in an unm arked grave 
in w hat is believed to be the Lower 
M arsh Creek cemetery. 
We refer 
to Colonel Thom as Craig, who while 
not a native of this county, died 
here while at the home of his 
daughter, M ary Craig, the wife of 
Thom as Reed. 
In th e record book of the O rder 
of C incinnati Colonel Craig is list­ 
ed 
as 
follows: 
“Colonel Thom as 
Craig, the Third Regim ent of the 
Pennsylvania Continental Line. R e­ 
tired January I, 1783 ” 
In his “Annual Volume 1898“ Dr. 
Egle m entions Thom as Craig as fol­ 
lows: 
“Thom as 
Craig 
served 
in 
the 
Revolutionary War, first as a p ri­ 
vate in the Associated Company of 
W arrington, Bucks County, Pennsyl­ 
vania. He was afterw ards Q uarter­ 
m aster of the Ninth Regiment of the 
Pennsylvania Line, under Colonel 
Jam es Irvine in 1777. 
Only July I, 
1780 he was appointed Commissioner 
of Purchases of Bucks County. 
He 
died in Millerstown, now Fairfield, 
Adams 
County, 
Pennsylvania, 
in 
1813.” 
We know th a t during the early 
days of the Revolution M ary Craig, 
the daughter of Colonel Thom as 
Craig, m arried Thom as Reed, a lieu­ 
ten an t in the Continental Army, 
whose home was in th a t p art of 
York county now known as Adams 
county. 
We also know that some 
few years after the war of the 
Revolution Colonel Thom as Craig 
came to m ake his home in this 
county in order th a t he m ight be 
near his daughter. 
Shortly after 
his arrival he died and was buried 
— where? 
Tile most logical place 
would be the Lower M arsh Creek 
graveyard, but we m ust emphasize 
the fact th a t we have no proof for 
this statem ent. 
Members of his 
son-in-law ’s family (Reed) buried 
there, and it is quite probable th a t 
the old soldier is buried In this 
cem etery in an unm arked grave. 
If any oi our readers have in their 
possession 
any data 
th a t would 
throw some light on the burial place 
of Colonel Thom as Craig, we urge 
th a t they get in touch with us. We 
feel th a t the grave of such a m an 
should be properly marked. 
We will continue our notes on the 
Craig-Reed family next week.

Foreign-Flag Ships 
Are Located in Hemi­
